The body was caught in the drain 
pipe and held there for approximately 
80 minutes before it could be freed. 
A number of swimmers dived tor the 
body unsnevessfully, and the fire and 
police departments were summoned. 

An ambulance from Bond & Greene 
undertaking parlors of Decatur ar- 
rived and the two drivers, R. E. Po- 
sey and Ilubert Marin. without wait- 
ing to strip their clothing, dived into 
the pool and after several attempts 
recovered the body. A pulmotor was 
promptly applied out without success. 
The child was then taken to Wesley 
Memorial hospital where oxygen was 
ueed in a vain effort to revive her. 

The news of the tragedy spread rap- 
idiy and in a few minutes several 
thousand people were gathered on 
Church street around the swimming 
pool which is owned and operated by 
T. K. Anderson. It is located only 
four and a half blocks from the bust. 
neus district of Decatur and a special 
cordon of police was necessary to di- 
rect traffic. 

The little girl was a popular figure 
around the swimming pool, and was 
considered an excellent diver and 
awimmer. She was a member of the 
senior clase of Decatur Junior High. 
The father, Dr. J. R. McDaniel, is a 


rominent dentist in Deestur. where 
he has made his home for nearly 20 


“years. 

The child is survived by her par- 
ents and young brother. The v

ENDS IN SUCCESS 
FORREBEL FORCES 


La Paz, Capital of Coun- 
try, Capitulates as Revo- 
lutionaries Threaten To 
Bombard Palace. 


ANTOFAGASTA, Chile, June 27.— 
(UN)—Unconfirmed reports late to- 
night said the last remnants of the 
besieged old regime’s forces had sur- 
rendered and La Paz, Bolivian capital, 
was in the hands of the revolutionists. 

The reports which trickled across 
the Bolivian border throughout an 
anxious day indicated the revolution 
was proceeding rapidly and that in 
La Paz street fighting continued 
throughout the day. 

Many were reported dead and 
wounded in the clashes at La Paz but 
casualties could not be accurately es- 
timated. Direct telegraphic communf 
cations remained severed. 

The crisis apparently came when 
General Blanco Galindo, revolutionary 
commander, arrived after a hurried 
march from Oruro, in western Bolivia, 
and sent an ultimatum to the govern- 
ment forces barricaded within the goy- 
ernment palace. 

General Blanco Galindo told the 
desperate remnants of the old regime's 
defense that unless they surrendered

Though Solicitor-Generat John A. 
Boykin refused to give any informa- 
tion regarding the progress of this 
phase of the grand jury's tuquiry, it 
was reported from unofficial but 
reliable s.urces that, in addition 
to the tr.e bill already returned 
against former City Clerk Wal- 
ter C. Taylor growing out of the 
annexation movement that two more 
bills, naming councilmen bitherto un- 
accused in the graft investigation, are 
to returned before the grand jury 
makes its presentments and completes 
its tenure on next Thursday. 

Councilmen ‘Mentioned Often. 

These two councilmen often have 
been named during the investigation 
but thus far no bills have been re- 
turned against them. In addition it 
is known that the era 
plans to ask the indictment an- 
other councilman, hitherto. unaccused, 
it being “that he accepted a 
bribe for ng through the sale of 
some apparatus to the street cleaning 
department.

STEPHEN b PORTER 
~ CLAIMED BY DEATH 


PITTSBURGH... June 27.—(4)— 
The brilliant career of Stephen G. 
Porter, one of the nation’s foremost 
statesmen, is ended. 

Mr. Porter died at 2:40 a. m. (east- 
ern daylight time) today in Allegheny 
General hospital, while messages of 
solicitude and sympathy poured in 
from all over the world. Members of 
his family were at the bedside. 

The chairman of the house of rep- 
resentatives foreign affairs commit- 
tee, leader in the, world-wide fight for 
control of habit-forming drugs, and” 
dean of the Pennsylvania congression- 
al delegation. lapsed into unconscious- 
ness early yesterday and sank rapidly. 

Mr. Porter became ill about two 
months ago. He was stricken while 
aboard ship en route from London. 
June 11 he was brought to Pittsburvh 
from Walter Reed hospital in Wash- 
ington. Death was due to cirrhosis 
of the liver. 

Representative Porter was 52 years 
old. He was a prominent figure m 
republican politics of Pennsylvania 
for the past 20 years and became & 
national figure at the close of the 
World War. while congress and the 
nation sought solution to the gigantic 
problems growing out of that con- 
flict. 

After the treaty of Versailles was 
signed Mr. Porter took a leading part 
in the conferences which resulted in 
the Knox-Porter resolutions, forming 
the basis for restoring diplomatic and 
commercial relations with Germany 
and Austro-Hungary. 

During the World War President 
Wilson frequently consulted Mr. Por-

Bolshevik 
Poet’s End. 


After Serge Essenine, another great 
bolshevik poet, Maiakovsky, has com- 
mitted suicide. He was the bard of 
the communist revolution, and had 
started out in life with a collection 
of futurist poems. At the tine of 
the death of Estenine, who was Isa- 
dore Duncan’s husband fer a few tu- 
multuous years, his colleague Maia- 
kovsky came out with a violent tirade, 
in which he upbraided and insulted 


the dead man, who, in his estimation 
was guilty of cowardice against and 
betrdyal of the revolution. And now 
he has followed Eesenine's example. 
It is reported in the Russian papers 
that an unfortunate love affair was 
at the bottom of the tragedy. But 
the poet’s letters do not give any in- 
dication of the cause of his Jast act. 
“I do not accuse anybody of my 
death,” he writes, “so don’t let there 
anys Yarns be ‘spread. I was not a

He asks 
the soviet authorities to make life 
bearable for his mother and sisters 
and gives a list of his unpublished 
poems. One of them is entitled: 1 
Have Settled My Account With Life“ 
and another “Be Happy.” Like so 
many Russian revolutionaries, Maia- 
kovsky was the scion of a noble fam- 
ily as was Lenin, At the age of 16 
he was already fighting in the ranks 
of a secret, revolutionary organization. 
Like so many of his compatriots he! 
had a dose of banishment to Siberia 
and, as seems customary, escaped. Au 
interesting volume could be written 
showing the influence of the Russian 
aristocracy and nobility on the state 
of mind that led up to the revolution. 
From the days of Napoleon, when 
Russian officers first came to France 
in great numbers and imbibed there 
the ideas of liberty, equality and 
brotherhood, and took them seriously, 
the Russian nobility introduced the 
ferment of revolution in their own 
country. The Decembrist revolt and 
the one in which Dostoievsky was sen- 
23 to death were all engineered 
y nobles. And there was Tolstoy. of 
course, whose influence was gigantic.

| KILLED BY LOUISIANA 


BATON ROUGE, La., June 27.— 
(?)—The last of the anti-racing bills 
in the 1930 general assembly was 
withdrawn from the files of the house 
today when the Jones-Armstrong bill 
to prohibit race betting in any form 
in Louisiana came up with an un- 
favorable committee report.

Heat Wave Loses 
Grip as Mercury 


Reaches Only 87 


The backbone of the heat wave that 
for almost a week has held Atlanta 
in its grip was broken Friday by an 
87-degree temperature, the highest 
that the thermometer could show aft- 
er soaring at an altitude in the high 
nineties for five days. 

C. F. von Herrmann, head of the 
local office of the United States 
weather bureau, said that the tem- 


ly the same as that of Friday. His 
forecast was for.clear skies. No iain 
in the immediate future was foreseen 
and he gave assurance that it would 


be clear at least through the week-end. 

Proof of the relief promised when 
a GO-mile gale struck the city, send- 
ing the mercury hurtling downward, 
was given in egquable temperatures 
throughout Friday. Where 79 degrees 
had n a low temperature for the 
wee small hours of the morning, the 
official thermometer Friday showed a 
low of 72 degrees at 5 o'clock. 

At 8 and 9 o'clock in the morm 
ing, hours when earlier in the week 
Atlanta’s population perspired under 
a temperature near 90, Friday showed 
75 and 77 degrees. High noon mus- 
tered only 82 degrees, and it was 3 
o'clock in the afternoon before the 
mercury climbed to its peak of 87. 

Further relief was brought to the 
city by breezes which blew steadily 
throughout the day. For the most 
of the time they were at speeds of 
about 15 miles an hour, fast enongh 
to add substantially to the comfort 
of all citizens. Another factor en- 
tering into the general atmospheric im- 
provement was humility. . Wednesday 
and Thursday it ranged above per 
cent, but Friday it dropped to 30 
per cent.

President Hoover and the republican 


administration were attacked today 


by Representative Almon, democrat, 
Alabama, for failure “to put Muscle 
Shoals into operation for the bene- 
fit of the farmers.” 

“The whole trouble is,” the Ala- 
baman asserted, “as is well known 
to everyone conversant with Miascle 
Shoals legislation, that President Hoo- 
ver and his administration are opposed 
to the government operation of the 
hydro-electric power plant at Muscle 
Shoals.” 

Almon said there remained suffi- 
cient time to enact legislation at this 
session. He urged the house con- 
ferees to agree to the compromise of- 
fered by senate conferees.

2 bill the government would 
cep “its hands on the switch of the 
Wilson dam power development,” Al- 
mon said the two democratic house 
conferees, Quin, of Mississippi, and 
Fisher, of Tennessee, agree to the 
compromise.
